If we think back hard enough, toa 
time when the United States had yet 
to shock and awe Iraqis with free- 
dom and liberty, when American 
journalists were only just getting 
suited up for their rollicking tours of 
duty with the troops in the desert— 
in short, before anything started 
going really wrong in Iraq—even 
then, there was talk of Vietnam. 

In his letter of resignation, submit- 
ted to Colin Powell in 
February 2003, career 
diplomat John Brady 
Kiesling criticized “the 
sacrifice of global inter- 
ests to domestic politics 
and bureaucratic self- 

interest,” before stating, 
“We have not seen 

















and Najaf, car bombs in Baghdad 
and so on, the comparisons to 
Vietnam get progressively easier to 
make: ideological war of choice, 
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and a profound misunderstanding 
of the local culture being invaded, 
which ultimately morph into the 
now classic view that it is often nec- 
essary to destroy a town (or country, 
as need be) in order to save it. 

And, if the 30 years’ worth of 
Vietnam post-script is any indica- 
tion, things could still get much, 
much worse. Of course, most of the 
story doesn’t come out until well 
after the chief architects and liars 
have put themselves as far out of 
harm’s way as possible, but consid- 
ering what we already know—the 
scars that are left behind when a 
nation’s youth are sent off to war, 
assigned an impossible task for 
which there is no acceptable alterna- 
tive to victory, the wounds that 
remain when both electorate and 
governing bodies are so 
polarized by an issue 
that they can no longer 
hope to work together 
for the benefit of the 
country—it doesn’t bode 
well. 

These are all very 
strong reasons for wanti- 
ng to downplay the com- 
parison, which is the 
angle most commentary 
has opted for, and as lit- 
erally as possible. 
Theyre probably right to 
try because to this day, 
America fears Vietnam. 

They 
don’t take defeat well. 





please, for a pre-emptive statistical 
counterpoint to the next claim: it 
took six years of US involvement in 
Vietnam to reach the same number 
of deaths that have already accrued 
in Iraq.

Americans don’t recognize May Ist 
as anything particularly special, the 
rest of the world is having a gigantic 
party without us. International 
Workers Day, also known as May 
Day, is celebrated in most countries 
and commemorates the historic 
struggle for, amongst other things, 
the eight-hour workday. The strange 
irony is that the holiday’s origins 
come from street marches and 
protests in North America during 
the 1880s, but the events came to 
symbolize unlawful activity, and 
was later dubbed Law Day by gov- 
ernment. As a result, our Labour 
Day celebration got moved toa 
September weekend, which is date 
devoid of any historical significance.

them about the conditions in which 
they must contend to create, there’s 
a definite link between art and 
worker's rights. In any social justice 
movement, art has always been a 
form of activism. Art is a way to be 
politically engaged and a medium to 
transmit ideas and messages, and I 
think that is really powerful.’

(more details at right) the Stompin 
Chaos: Labour, Arts, and Youth 
Street Jam (May 1) will commence in 
Tipton Park and migrate over to 
McIntyre Park where hip-hop group 
Politic Live will tear up the mic. 
Metro Cinema screens The Fourth 
World War (May 7 & 8),a documen- 
tary about international struggles 
amidst global conflict that No Logo 
author Naomi Klein described as “a 
film that captures the spirit of resis- 
tance.” 

“Looking at youth in the work- 
force today is important in the con- 
text of looking back to the 1880s,” 
says Cavanagh.

IT’S A LONG WAY FROM CAPRI 
to Boston, especia ly when the dis- 
tance is measured not in miles, but 
in decades and the age-old fear of 
breaking out of the lockstep of life. 
Later Life, by that chronicler of all 
things WASP, A. R. Gurney, throws 
a couple together one fine late sum- 
mer evening on a terrace overlook- 
ing Boston Harbour, then gently and 
devastatingly explores the bounds of 
fear, the wistfullness of the road not 
taken and the stomach churning 
moment when opportunity knocks 
for a second time. 

In this case, for a straighlaced 
Boston banker, opportunity comes 
calling in the guise of an old almost- 
love, Ruth. The two met decades 
ago, one hot summer's day on the 
Isle of Capri: he was a US Navy offi- 
cer,she a young college student 
from the Midwest. That encounter,

anywhere—not even into the bed- 
room. Austin has forgotten, but Ruth 
has cherished that chance brush 
with true love. On that Boston ter- 
race, Gurney has constnucted a 
world where the two who are eter- 
nally trapped like insects in amber in 
the world of “what if. 

The suspenseful intimacy is dis- 
rupted by the intrusion of some 
extremely bizarre characters 
Austin’s best friend Walter, a loqua- 
cious nicotine addicted Brandeis 
professor, an outgoing Southern 
Couple, an aging and acrimonious 
Back Bay couple. In addition to some 
supremely comedic moments, these 
people provide a couterpoint to the 
stalled lives of Ruth and Austin 
They are all in the process of mov ing, 
onand shaking up their routines 
They bring joy to the terrace, just as 
the protagonists impart a wounded 
wistfulness. 

Later Life could end up being a 
dreadfully stiff, mannered, boring 
evening at the theatre, but director 
John Hudson has created an atmos- 
phere which is as engrossing as it is 
stifling. His pacing establishes a 
deep intimacy between Ruth and 
Austin that is abruptly shattered by 
the intrusion of the outside world. 
One almost wants to yell at the 
intruders to leave.

David Ley however is the ly nch- 
pin of the excellent ensemble. Tall 
and dignified, he is the personifica- 
tion of “the life less lived”. There is a 
tueful self-deprecation at play here, 
at odds with a quiet desperation. 
Austin could be a lockjawed carica- 
ture of the typical Eastern Seaboard 
aristocrat, but in Ley’s hands, he’s an 
everyman.

Deregulating power

WHILE THE SET-UP SOUNDS 
like a risque joke, Robert Marinier’s 
Epinal is a suspenseful exploration 
into contemporary hot-button issues 
of privacy and power. 

This French-language play starts 
when an unsuspecting civil servant 
walks into an empty tavern only to 
discover an in-your-face bartender is 


gunning to expose an explosive 
secret. 


“Epinal is all about power and 
how power shifts between the two 
men. The client has power and 
wants to exercise it, but the waiter 
also has power over the man 
because (unknown to the civil ser- 
vant) he knows why the man is 
there,” says Marinier who's also star- 
ring in the two-person pla 
duced by Ottawa's Theatre a 
Vielle 17 and ited 
Edmonton’s L’UniThéatre as part of 
a multi-year, multi-city tour. 

“It’s a really a duel.” ’ 

Epinal co-stars Théatre de la Vielle 
17 artistic director Robert Bellefeuille 
and was jointly directed by the two 
Roberts and stage manager Diane 
Fortin. 

“Most times the shift in power 
relationship is all in the conversa- 
tion, and control is just taken by talk- 
ing,” he says, noting that he wants 


As for the play’s take on privacy, 
Marinier sees contemporary society 
morphing into Marshall McLuhan’s ~ 
technologically driven global village. 
“Ina village no one has any privacy 
and everybody knows everybody 
else, and we're having trouble keep- 
ing our credit card numbers to our- 
selves.” 

For Marinier, the play’s innova- 
tive set (designed by Normand 
Thériault) goes far to highlight the 
play’s salacious questioning of the 
aforementioned tropes of privacy 
and confrontational power relation- 
ships. 

“The set is one long (48 feet) walk- 
way with only a table and two 
chairs, with the people sitting at 
opposite ends. Ultimately it’s like 
watching a tennis match. We want- 
ed audience members to see the 
other half of the audience watching 
them watch the show. You're 
reminded that you're all voyeurs 
and that maybe you shouldn’t be 
watching this,” says the Sudbury- 
raised playwright. 

“The idea is to erase physical and 
dramatic distance: some audience 
members are only a meter away 
from the stage. I guess some of this 
has to do with the fact that I like my 
theatre to be very intimate. I want to 
see the actors’ eyes,” he says. 

This love of extreme intimacy was 
also behind the decision to write the

WHAT'S YOUR TAKE ON LARS 
von Trier? Provocateur? Pseudo 
intellectual? Misanthropist? 
Moralist? 

He is frustrating. One of the 
founding fathers of the Dogme 95 
movement, he is, at the very least, a 
ballsy innovator, equally unafraid of 
risk and failure. His films, as a result, 
are often repulsive; yet they contain 
the occasional flash of genius that 
may redeem the more unpalatable 
aspects of his work. 

In Dancer in the Dark, for example, 
one cannot praise enough the gut- 
wrenching emotion he elicits from 
Bjork. Actors clamour to work with 
the man for a chance at that kind of 
immortalizing performance. But 
again, at what price? Later, the singer 
claimed to have nearly lost her mar- 
bles while working with the merci- 
less Trier. His penchant for portray- 
ing the martyrdom and abuse of 
women seems to contradict his treat- 
ment of female actors on set. Nicole 
Kidman has refused to continue the 
America trilogy initiated by this star- 
ring vehicle, Dogville.

Dogville is not a Dogme film, but in 
its simplicity it approximates the 
spirit of the stripped-down style. The 
set comprises chalk outlines of build- 
ings and a few cars, boulders, and 
props. Characters mime their way 
into houses; footsteps crunch with 
the foley-ed sound of packed snow. 
It's very theatrical, but the absence of 
physical walls functions as a visual 
reminder of the impossibility of pri- 
vacy in a small town. As with Trer’s 
other films, we are meant to see first 
and foremost the performances of his 
fine cast, and not allow the meaning 
of the story to be lost in the distrac- 
tions of movie making. 

The tale’s narrator (John Hurt) tells 
a simple story of a small town, at the 
foot of the Rockies, where nothing 
much seems to happen. Thomas 
Edison (Paul Bettany) is a would-be 
writer and philosopher who con- 
ducts town meetings on topics such 
as tolerance. Dogville, however, has 
not as yet had an opportunity to 
exercise such a virtue. 

The opportunity arrives in the per- 
son of the purposefully named Grace 
(Nicole Kidman), a beautiful young 
woman who appears to be running 
from the Mob for some undisclosed 
reason. Tom Edison seizes upon this 
chance to demonstrate his communi- 
ty’s great humanity; they take her in 
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and protect her. But she is granted 
only one week to convince the town 
to let her stay. 

“I've never worked a day in my 
life!” she worries, as she struggles to 
make herself useful to the townsfolk, 
and eventually they warm to her. 
When the police first come around 
with wanted posters, though, it 
becomes evident that she is a security 
risk for the town. They demand 
more payment in return for their 
continued cooperation. First, they 
double her workload and pay her 
less. When they become unhappy 
with the quality of work produced 
by the now exhausted woman's 
efforts, the tolerance they have 
shown her turns to resentment and 
distrust. 

When even Tom will no longer 
protect her, Grace becomes the 
scapegoat for the entire town. Yet 
they refuse to let her leave: her free 
labour—and, for the men, her young 
body—are too useful. The film sub- 
jects us to three hours of Grace's suf- 
fering, followed by her revenge. 

Some may see Dogville as an alle- 
gory of America’s cruelty at home 
and abroad. The confused American 
response to 9/11, “Why does the 
world hate us so?” is answered by 
the betrayal that befalls Grace. That 
Doguille’s populace so easily takes 
advantage of this vulnerable new- 
comer, who ultimately obliterates the 
village, is a matter of human nature. 
So they say. 

It is difficult to reconcile Trier’s 
righteous indignation with his repu- 
tation for petty, interpersonal cruelty. 
On the Dancer set, for example, it’s 
rumoured that Trier refused to turn 
down the volume of his TV, interfer- 
ing with Catherine Deneuve's night- 
ly sleep. Does that sound like a man 
eager for world peace? 

For all its merits (Kidman, the 
Movie Star, does quite a good job 
here), Doguille is heavy-handed and 
way too long. Human nature is com- 
plicated, but we should not be as 
cynical as Dogville would have us 
believe. Kindness should be returned, 
and cruelty punished. I wish Lars 
von Trier would take that to heart. 

It’s cynical to say otherwise. The 
end credits roll over what appears to 
be archival photographs of poor 
tural Americans—people, with the 
same rights to live and survive as 
anyone else. No one, even glittery 
Hollywood actors or movie-going 
shmucks, should be subjected to that 
kind of cruelty. Even if they deserve 
it.

Eventually, we discover what the 
negotiations are all about.

Volf is also negotiating with 
American company 
demonlover.com (represented by the 
ultra-hip Elaine, played by Gina 
Gershon), who want to purchase 
international rights to TokyoAnime 
so they can drive their rival 
Mangatronics out of the market. 
Diane is in the pay of Mangatronics 
to prevent this from happening. 

So, maybe demonlover will be more 
than just a thriller. Maybe it’s a satire

But this still hardly describes the 
direction things take in the second 
half of the movie, after a bloody fight 
between Diane and Elaine, of which 
no sign remains in the morning. 
From this point, the double crosses 
and hidden motives pile up, all jum- 
bled up with passions the characters 
barely understand, plunging Diane 
into murky depths of betrayal, 
manipulation and torture. 

Many reviewers have complained 
that the first half of the movie is a 
good thriller, but that it falls apart in 
the second. But this seems quite 
deliberate. 

Maybe what Assayas is trying to 
do is recreate the feel of an old 
adventure serial (like the one that 
was being remade in Irma Vep), in 
which the baroque plot twists result 

in the obscure 


alienating image-saturated world in 
which love is absent and even sex is 
reduced to the common currency of 
money. 

Instead, the story itself is alienat- 
ing. Not only are none of the charac- 
ters particularly sympathetic 
(Nielsen plays Diane as quite icy), 
but the promise of a lesson to be 
learned is unfulfilled. The visual 
lushness of a future world that’s 
already here holds our attention to 
the end (helped out by the Sonic 
Youth soundtrack), but we're left 
with an image of complete degrada- 
tion, without even the luxury of 
being sure if anything has been con- 
demned. . 

The problem is that in general we 
want some reassuring coherence in a 
movie. Even when it's a story of 
greed and degradation, we want a 
satisfying conclusion. You might feel 
dirty and cheated at the end of 
demonlover, but at least you'll have 
been affected. With the heartlessness 
on view in this movie, maybe that’s 
the point.

THE OLD GUY AT THE BAR, HE 
sure talks a lot, doesn’t he?

Lachance, and Riley Beach, this 
comedic tour de force based on 
Pete's incessant nattering has the 
advantage of several talented Rapid 
Fire Theatre alumni to move the 
action along. 

Josh Dean (Monster Club, Betty's 
Summer Vacation), Kevin Gillese 
(Spiderman: Attack of the Octopus, 
Turnbuckle), Jana O'Connor (Feature 
Loretta), Chris Connelly (Sonic 
Brooms), Bill Minsky (Purple Gas 
2000) and Ian Rowe (Fatty Goes Wild) 
act out Pete's recollections in multi- 
ple roles, as befits their Theatresport 
background. Writer Nathan 
Fleishauer portrays Pete’s nemesis, 
Wistful Dan, while Vern Reid and 
Cam Connelly fill out a few support- 
ing roles.

MAN ON FIRE IS MUCH LIKE 
Kill Bill as far as tevenge movies go. 
Both are about a highly trained 
assassin having his/her happiness 
snatched away in a hail of bullets. In 
both stories, the killer cuts a bloody 
swath of revenge on his or her way 
to the big bad boss man. And each 
film features a little blonde girl to 
soften the killers’ cold hearts. So 
why, at the time of this writing, have 
both parts of Kill Bill achieved fresh 
ratings over 80 per cent at rotten- 
tomatoes.com, while Man on Fire sits 
at 40 per cent? 

For starters, both films are com- 
pletely over-the-top, ultra-violent 
fantasies, but only Kill Bill is honest 
about it. At every turn Quentin 
Tarantino reminds you you're 
immersed in his imagination by 
using everything from comic book 
dialogue to wirework special effects, 
even animation. 

Tony Scott (Top Gun, The Last Boy 
Scout, Crimson Tide), however, tries 
to convince you you're watching 
something deeply meaningful, 
when all he’s really done is dress up 
novelist A.J. Quinell’s gratuitous 


vengeance tale by smothering it 
with heart-wrenching “serious” 
melodrama. 

Having a talented lead helps this 
fake-out considerably. Denzel 
Washington stars as Creasy—a 
burned-out ex-assassin seeking 
redemption in Mexico, where his 
old friend Rayburn lives the good 
life. Christopher Walken is superb in 
an unusually straight role as the 
supportive army-type buddy who 
hooks his pal up with a job protect- 
ing a little girl named Pita (Dakota 
Fanning). 

A rash of violent kidnappings in 
Mexico City means any kid with 
wealthy parents is a target, but Pita’s 
mom Lisa (Radha Mitchell), and 
financially struggling dad Samuel 
(Marc Anthony), can only afford an 
admitted alcoholic like Creasy as a 
bodyguard. 

Pita likes him, though, even nam- 
ing her teddy bear Creasy (awww), 
and the man finally succumbs to her 
precocious charm to become an 
additional father figure. In one of the 
movie's painfully transparent 
moments, Creasy’s redemption is 
demonstrated when he chooses the 
Bible over his usual gigantic bottle of 
Jack Daniels. 

There are so many over-the-top 
scenes in the film, most of which 
involve torturing, shooting, and 
blowing people up after Pita is kid- 
napped. If you’ve always wanted to 











see the result of an ass packed with 
C44 you're in luck. 

Once the film hits predictable 
revenge mode, Creasy tediously 
destroys one villain after another on 
his way up the Ladder of Evil. (Hell, 
they should've just called the movie 
Ladder of Evil, rather than waste the 
perfect name for a Human Torch 
biography). 

Creasy’s spree is aided by a jour- 
nalist (Rachel Ticotin) and a lawman 
(Giancarlo Giannini) who are intent 
on exposing police corruption. 
Mickey Rourke is also thrown into 
the mix as Samuel's lawyer. 





Hmmm...Mickey Rourke as a 
lawyer...in Mexico. Could he be up 
to no good? 

And so it goes for 146 minutes of 
constant cutting and tracking, 
accompanied by an overwrought 
score. Scott apes the handheld cam- 
era and natural lighting of a movie 
like 21 Grams, presumably to sell the 
drama even harder. He doesn’t 
know when to ease off. The film typ- 
ifies Hollywood's habit of assuming 
the audience has ADD while sexing 
up the violence. Man on Fire is par- 
ticularly manipulative because it 
uses child murder to excuse its 


excesses. 

A little over a decade ago, Scott 
directed the script Tarantino was 
forced to sell to get Reservoir Dogs 
made. Although True Romance was 
dumbed-down and given an “audi- 
ence-friendly” happy ending, it’s 
easily Scott's best work because the 
pulpy story, characters, and dia- 
logue were so appealing they 
worked as a corrective to his self- 
righteous direction. Some filmmak- 
ers invite you to laugh with them, 
but others... well, they force you to 
only laugh at them.

Secret Things (AKA Choses secretes) 
straddles—pun very much intend- 
ed—the differences between Art 
House and_-Grindhouse because its 
main intent is never clear. At times 
it’s a gratuitous softcore flic, and at 
other times it uses art movie staples 
to make a statement. 

Director/ writer Jean-Claude 
Brisseau is either pandering to two 


‘types of viewers or he’s a making a 


movie about the differences 
between high art and low art. The 
ambiguity makes the movie inter- 
esting, if not entirely effective. 

He works both angles from the 
first shot of a shadowy figure, simi- 
lar to Death in a Bergman film, 
watching a naked woman mastur- 


bate ona bed, which is revealed to 
be ona stage (“How self-referen- 
tial,” exclaim the Film majors), 
which is revealed to be ina sleazy 
sex club. 

Narrator Sandrine (Sabrina 
Seyvecou) tends bar while watching 
the dancer, Nathalie (Coralie Revel), 
with admiration. After closing, the 
owner wants to prostitute Sandrine 
out to a customer, and when 
Nathalie stands up for her they’re 
both fired. Impoverished Sandrine 
is way behind on rent so she moves 
into Nathalie’s apartment where the 
more experienced woman teaches 
her to masturbate in front of others 
and in public, to, y’/know, to free 
herself. 

Nathalie decides their sexuality is 
most useful in an office environ- 
ment and hatches a plan to for them 
to work their way up the corporate 
ladder by sleeping and manipulat- 
ing the men in positions of power. 

By now all sorts of art film alarms 
should be going off. There are 
metaphors for class struggle, the lit- 
eral representation of death, psycho- 
sexual mind games, lesbians, and, 
um, France. 

Once the pair begin work at the 


same company, the story gets pulpi- 


er. Sandrine assures her ascension 
screwing (over) Delacroix (Roger 
petal a married man who 


and a sham marriage. 

The increasingly lurid and gratu- 
itous second half of the film draws 
as much from the French New 
Wave as it does movies like 
Dangerous Liaisons, Eyes Wide Shut, 
Fatal Attraction, even Basic Instinct. 
The excesses of the Grindhouse and 
the Art House meet head on, raising 
questions as to just how different 
they really are. On one hand you've 
got stuff like male fantasy sex scenes 
and multiple spurned women set- 
ting themselves on fire for the same 
dude. On the other hand there’s 


stuff like Sandine’s clichéd inner 
monologue describing her awaken- 
ing and an absolutely ridiculous 
reaper guy holding a falcon. 

The film is humourless, so it’s 
tough to tell how much of this 
sometimes clumsy mix is intention- 
al. Is sex integral to the narrative or 
does the narrative facilitate the sex? 
Regardless, Secret Things is decent 
simply because it asks this question. 
Really, does you make a sex scene 
“art” simply by adding opera to the 
soundtrack?

The 
venerated tabla master originally 
came to America to teach his chosen 
instrument at Ali Akbar Khan’s 
music school in Berkeley in 1971. His 
father, tabla legend Ustad Alla 
Rakha, decided to play on a hunch 
and drove him over to meet drum- 
mer Mickey Hart, a slight acquain- 
tance and also one of two drummers 
for the Grateful Dead. Rakha correct- 
ly judged that Hart and his son 
would bond over their mutual love 
of percussion. 

“{ still remember Mickey and I 
going into the Warner Brothers stu- 
dio,” recalls Hussain over the phone 


laughs at the memory. “Getting it 
into the barn and plugging it in; [we 
had] no recording board so we just 
plugged the microphones directly 
into the 16 track. We started playing, 
and that was the first solo album 
that Mickey did, called Rolling 
Thunder. That was 1971; how many 
years has that been? 31,33?” 


HART-FELT FRIENDSHIP 

A long time indeed, but it’s not 
surprising given that the relationship 
is based as much on friendship as it 
is on musical compatibility. The two 
have had a profound influence on 
each other: Hart would eventually 
delve even more deeply into world 
music, writing two books and (in col- 
laboration with Hussain) producing 
a Grammy Award winning world 
beat masterpiece, 1992's Planet Drum. 
Energized by his brush with Hart, 
Hussain loosened up the metronom- 
ic complexities of traditional tabla to 


[Sudanese oud master] Hamza [el 
Dinl, to name a few. Also having the 
chance to jam with the Grateful Dead 
onstage, and to work with Jerry 
[Garcia], David Crosby... so many 
great musicians that we worked 
with. And doing movie scores like 
Apocalypse, Now and the PBS docu- 
mentary on Vietnam, we did so 
many things together. He’s a broth- 
er—I mean, I sometimes feel that 
we're like twins.” 


FUNKY DRUMMER 

Hussain has worked with a dizzy- 
ing number of players, and not only 
with tie-dyed, polyrhythmic rock 
groups like the Dead. Jazz musicians 
Pharoah Sanders, Tito Puente, Billy 
Cobham, and John McLaughlin 
(with whom Hussain performs in 
the group Shakti) have all shared the 
stage with the percussionist, as well 
as Joe Henderson and the Hong 
Kong Symphony. Then there’s the 
soundtrack work for directors 
Bernardo Bertolucci (Little Buddha) 
and Ismael Merchant (In Custody), 
plus his expected Indian classical 
music stints with the likes of Ravi 
Shankar, Shivkumar Sharma, and 
Ali Akbar Khan. It makes one won- 
der whether Hussain might find 
himself unconsciously slipping over 
from one form of music to another. 

“Because I've been doing this rou- 
tine the last 30 odd years, it’s like a 
cycle that’s been created: the body 
and the mind and the creative ele- 
ments involved in this have just got- 
ten used to the flow,” he explains 
happily. “Luckily, I’ve been working 
with musicians like John 
McLaughlin and Mickey Hart. It’s 
like a very comfortable interaction I 
have with many, many very good 
friends that visit you in your living 
room, and you chat and have con- 
versations. It keeps it fresh and excit- 
ing; it never dies and there's nothing 
boring about it. It’s a learning experi- 
ence; it’s nice to go and do jazz one 
day, and then Masters of Percussion 
for a few concerts, then a Shakti tour 
after that, and back to play with 
Shankar.” 


TRANSITIONAL WORLD 

But, what about world beat music 
the slippery genre of music that both 
Hart and Hussein had a huge hand 
in shaping? How does he feel about 
the way it’s drifted over into exotic 
elevator music? Ever the diplomat, 
Hussain answers with carefully cho- 
sen words. 

“It’s changed a lot,” he acknowl- 
edges after a slight pause. “I have 
the feeling that there’s so much on 
the plate now and all kinds of com- 
binations... I think right now we're

In a word, Urge 


Alt rock’s consummate showmen return 


URGE OVERKILL 
Wed, May 4 
New City (10081 Jasper Ave.) 
“THAT'S A VERY GOOD QUES- 
tion.” Nash Kato, frontman of the 
newly reformed Chicago rock sensa- 
tions Urge Overkill isn’t exactly sure 
just when it was that the band 
rebanded 

“We've been [touring] for a couple 
of months.” It's not that the band’s 
“well documented excesses” are 
again out of control, but more that he 
doesn’t want to jinx what is thus fara 
well-received second coming. 

After the better part of a decade 


apart, the Urge is once again com- 
manding the complete attention of its 
two remaining originals members. 
Drummer Blackie Onasis is off the 
team, while Kato and Eddie “King” 
Roeser are joined by drummer Nate 
Arling, bassist Mike Hodgkiss and 
keyboardist Chris Frantisak. Word on 
the street has it that Urge Part II, hav- 
ing geared-down on the mega- 
lounge, superstar stage persona, has 
picked up where it left off. 

Having looked and acted bigger- 
than-life, the band wasn’t quite ready 
for actual bigness when it came call- 
ing. Saturation, released in 1993, put 
Urge in the top alt-rock echelon. 


Scoring a big commercial hit anda 
spot on the Pulp Fiction soundtrack 
with a cover of Neil Diamond’s “Girl, 
You'll Be A Woman Soon,” the pro- 
ject wobbled and collapsed under the 
usual rock ‘1 roll infighting and 
overindulgence. Exit The Dragon, the 
band’s aptly titled 1995 release, 
despite its high points, was critically 
panned. 

“People ask us all the time ifanew 
Urge project is in the works,” Kato 
explains coyly. “An honest response 
to that is I don’t know. We're just see- 
ing how these shows go.” Allis going 
well so far. The current tour is getting 
favourable reviews and continues to 


snowball with new show dates. A few 


coming dates in Europe, for example, 
have ballooned to six weeks. Sold out 
dates and smaller (but nonetheless 
smiling) seas of faces greet the band 
nightly. 


“We took a much-needed, curious- 
ly lengthy hiatus,” Kato says witha 
wry snicker. “We never went away.” 
The band’s 2004 sound is easy for him 
to define: “In a word, Urge. 
Something happens when King and I 
put our voices and guitars together. It 
always comes out sounding like 
Urge.” Relieved as they were to get 
away from the band eight years ago, 
both he and King are excited to be on 
stage together again. 

In the interest of not blowing it, this 
time out the excesses aren’t as exces- 
sive. “Well,” he qualifies, “it’s rock ‘n’ 
roll. Sex and drugs are naturally writ- 
ten in the job description—whether 
that’s a detriment or not. There are cer- 
tain clichés that befall any rock band. 
We're a little older, a little wiser, so 
hopefully that is a thing of the past.” 

One would expect, then, that the 
larger-than-life playboy, lounge lizard 





stance that defined the band during 
the 1990s must be somewhat dimin- 
ished. It is, however, still a part of the 
show. No audience, explains Kato, has 
been left unsatisfied. “It’s Urge, our 
fans expect nothing less. We not only 
sound like Urge, we appear as Urge. 
It's a golden rule we've always held in 
high regard: to sound good you have 
to look good.”

GOOGLEING “BIRTH OF THE 
Cool Miles Davis” will get you close to 
55,000 hits. That a group of recordings 
made in 1949 and ‘50 would continue to 
generate as much interest, discussion, 
and passion as this one is the reason why 
ithas made it on to so many “Desert 
Island” lists. 

But, it wasn’talways so. At first the 
recordings attracted little attention, but in 
1956 they were compiled and released 
on Capitol under the title Birth of the Cool. 
Thesessions boasted a cast of characters 
that became household names in jazz: 
Miles Davis, pianist Gil Evans, baritone 
saxophonist Gerry Mulligan, saxophon- 
ist Lee Konitz, trombonist Kai Winding, 
and drummer Max Roach were heavily 
influenced by their time in the studio. 
Birth of the Cool marked a turning point 
in jazz. It managed to fuse bop with skill 
ful arrangements and expanded instru- 
mentation. The resulting mood made it 





~_allseem so easy, even at its most intri- 


cate moments: “Cool” jazz was bom. 
So why try to duplicate that 
moment, as Rubim de Toledo and 
company will do this weekend? “No 
one would argue that it is classic, time- 
less recording that marks an evolution 
inmodem jazz. But, it’s also kind of a 
selfish motive”, explains Toledo. “It’s 
great music, and I love to listen to it. 
When you hear recordings made 55 
years ago, you're listening to music 
recorded with old technology... you 
can’t help but wonder what it 
would’ve sounded like to be there, at 


the actual music played in the studio 
would be required, and, for many 
years, Miles Davis denied that they 
even existed.

Craig Brennan to become involved and 
[alto saxophonist] PJ. [Perry] because, 
well, because he’s P_J., he’s the best.

far as people and personalities 
went, there was a bit of tension on 
the last one, and a bit of push and 
pull about where the album was 
going.

Consequently, Young and Sexy 
went through a line-up change in 
early 2004, replacing drummer Ron 
Teardrop and keyboardist Ted Bois 
with Brent McDonald and Lucy 
Brain's brother, Alex. 

Though keyboards are no longer 
an element of their live shows, 
since Bois’ departure, Pittman 
hasn’t given up on the idea of 
including them on the next album. 

In the meantime, he'll probably 
continue writing about boys who 
want to be writers and who love 
the rock ‘n’ roll sounds of 1984, 
giving his songs the pop lustre 
usually associated with Brian 
Wilson’s compositions. 

“I guess I do talk about kids 
quite a bit,” he says. “1 try not to 
over-analyze it too much. In gener- 
al, I feel the lyrics are dealing with 
my own fears, about trying to live 
up to your potential and not be 
blocked by them.”

Alexisonfire really are

THAT HE'S TALKING ON A CELL- 
phone while driving a van and nurs- 
ing a broken ankle tells me something 
about Alexisonfire guitarist Dallas 
Green. Either he’s belligerently dumb 
and reckless, or impressively commit- 
ted to his band. Having witnessed 
Alexisonfire’s quick upward move- 
ment in the music industry within the 
last two years definitely shows that 
the band is capable of astute persisten- 
cy in the face of opportunity. Within 
the lifespan of less than three years, 
Alexisonfire have accomplished more 
than most bands from the scream- 
heavy genre could ever hope for. 
Their debut performance in 
Edmonton last fall drew over a thou- 
sand kids, an absolutely unprecedent- 
ed occurrence for a band that had 
never toured cross-Canada before. 
Everything that happens to this band 
seems to occur at an accelerated rate, 
so why should this interview be any 
different? 

“We just don’t stop, and we work 
pretty hard with little to no time off,” 
explains Green about his group’s 
pace. “We took only two months off 
from touring to write and record our 
new record [Watchout!], then it was 
right back out on the road. [mean we 
couldn’t even stick around to mix the 
damn thing. We had the final mixes 
sent to us on the road; same with the 
mastering and the artwork.” 

And, while Alexisonfire’s sharp rise 
in prominence among their musically 
aggressive ilk can be attributed to 
their persistent efforts, there are other 


factors to consider as well. (Shall we 
call them VideoFACT-ors?) 
Surprisingly, Much Music has taken a 
real shine to these boys from St. 
Catherine's from the get-go. The 
heavy rotation of their videos for 
“Pulmonary Archery” and “Polaroids 
of Polar Bears” is a significant and 
hopeful achievement in the eyes of 
many bands that would normally dis- 
miss the whole process of submitting 
tapes as futile exercise in bureaucratic 
rejection. 

“We'd like to think we've opened 
up a door for better music to be 
played on Much Music,” says Green 
“Tf heavier bands have taken their cue 
from us and are going to try and 
make videos, that’s awesome and 
makes us feel really good. Back two 
years ago we didn’t think we'd be get- 
ting videos played on Much Music 
either, but we just made them any- 
ways, and it just happened to work.” 

Making a video is an expensive 
gamble for an independent band, 
and, if the nice folks at VideoFACT 
don’t cover half the expense, chances 
are your video is going to look about 
as professional as dad’s documentary 
of your family trip to the Okanogan. 
But, at least your dad made the effort 

“| think you've just got to try any- 
ways, even if you don’t think you'll 
succeed,” Green emphasizes. “Keep 
trying no matter what, because we 
got denied the first time we applied 
for VideoFACT, but then we got it 
after we tried again. In fact, we 
applied again after that and were 
denied, but then got accepted after 
applying one more time. So maybe its 
just persistency.”

Epic. “My parents were sick of me

yet, the young, fivesome is hoping 
their relentless hard work and 
upcoming CD release will at least 
get the band going in the right direc- 
tion. 

Formed just two years ago by a 
group of good friends, this close-knit 
clan of musicians—some of whom 
have known each other since the 
fifth grade—has matured a lot dur- 
ing their time together. 

“Our singer, Andrew [Usenik], 
used to write vulgar parody songs in 
high school—you name it and he 
probably wrote a stupid song about 
it,” Spelliscy reveals of his band- 
mate’s slightly embarrassing musical 
start. “All through the early years of 
his life he was trying to be clever by 
writing these things, but I don’t 
think those songs should be heard 
ever again. I hope they never see the 
light of day. Oh God, please don’t 
ever reference those songs.” 

These days Usenik, Spelliscy, and 
the rest of their crew have traded in 
their comical waxing in favour of a 
more aggressive, vocally searing 
brand of alternative rock. Their 
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music has been wildly popular at 
online sites like MP3.com. And 
shortly after starting out, they were 
already headlining popular gigs 
around town. Spelliscy says their 
new album, One More For The Road, 
and upcoming spring tour will be 
yet further opportunities for the 
public to see how much they've 
grown, “Our sound has changed a 
lot, but in kind of a weird way,” he 
reveals. “When most bands start 
they come out raw and aggressive, 
then tone it down and smooth things 
out; but I think our band is still try- 
ing to find ourselves and things are 
actually getting heavier. We're not a 
punk band by any means, but we're 
finally starting to use our influences 
and put them in our songs, which is 
cool because everyone wants to 
sound like their favourite band.” 

Ten Second Epic has also found a 
more aggressive style of promotion 
and is now, more than ever, working 
tirelessly to make things happen for 
the group. “We're not sitting around 
waiting for things to happen; we're 
always out postering for our 
shows—non-stop, hassling friends, 
sending out e-mails and everything 
like that,” Spelliscy explains. “We 
think if we want to get noticed we 
have to take it into our own hands. 
We sent out hundreds of demos to 
labels, and I think all we need is 
hard work, a good solid music base, 
and a willingness to do whatever it 
takes.”

BOYS NIGHT OUT 

The Beatles invented it, The 
Smashing Pumpkins flirted with it, 
and Third Eye Blind bastardized it. 
Now, Boys Night Out is using that 
age-old trick of sneaking themes of 
the dark and disenchanting into 
their music by hiding them under an 
unsuspecting veil of poppy hooks to 
captivate observant listeners and 
dupe thirteen-year-old girls into 
singing along. 

“Our record is all about self-abuse 
and the darker side of the human 
unconscious—it's violent, dreary, and 


morbid,” explains Boys Night Out 
guitarist, Jeff Davis. “From the get-go, 
we were trying to juxtapose as many 
different things together as we could; 
we put goofy song titles with lyrics 
that are about drinking yourself to 
death, killing your ex-girlfriend, and 
violent stuff like that.” 

Combining catchy, quick-paced 
borderline pop-punk tunes with 
exceptionally dark themes concealed 
beneath hooky fuzz, the songs of 
Boys Night Out inspire more than 
just a few moments when the listen- 
er is left ina “did-he-really-just-say- 
that?” daze. Davis says he thinks his 
Burlington-based band has been able 
to get away with things that are a lit- 
tle more outrageous because of their 
poppier sound, but he admits that’s 
not always a good thing. “Being 
poppy leaves us a lot of room to get 
away with things that we probably 
shouldn't be getting away with,” he 
laughs half-jokingly. “There’re some 
shows we've played where there 
will be a bunch of thirteen-year-old 
girls singing along up front and I'll 
just think to myself, ‘Do you really 
know what you're singing? That’s 
just awful—we should go to jail.” 

Of course, with songs like “I Got 
Punched In The Face For Sticking 
My Nose In Other People’s 
Business” and “The Subtleties That 
Make Mass Murderers Out Of 
Otherwise Decent Human Beings,” 
it’s fairly obvious that the violent 
content is somewhat tongue-in- 
cheek. Still, Davis says their trigger- 
happy lyrics do have a deeper— 
albeit gloomy—meaning that many 
of fans have come to appreciate in 
the same way the band does. “We 
didn’t want to be a full-out goth 
band singing about all these morbid 
things—that’s not who we are. We 
tend to write about darker things 
because that’s the way we express 
ourselves artistically. But we're real- 
ly just five goofy guys,” he notes. 

“| think it’s the kind of thing peo- 
ple want to hear because it’s poppy, 
so it grabs people's attention right 
away, and if people sit down to lis- 
ten to the lyrics they can appreciate 
the time and effort put into the 
music.”

The reason the discussion has taken

{see sidebar]. Furthermore, armed with 
compelling academic evidence, Harpur 
contends that early Christianity (First 
Century C.E.) was a sublime and esoteric 
path of spirituality “firmly rooted in Pagan 
Teligion” carried on down through the 
ages by Mystery cults and sects such as 
the Essenes, only to be literalized by the 
bureaucracy of the Church (much to the 
detriment of society, Harpur opines). 

And although Harpur elucidates both in 
his text and in our conversation what it 
means to be a Christian who doesn’t 
believe in Jesus per se, one can't help 
wonder if, having traced the narrative of 
the Gospels somewhere just shy of the 
primeval firmament, he had ever consid- 
ered religion as anything other than a 
socio-psychological construct, i.e. early 
humans create God, perhaps with a little 
imagination boost from psychoactive 
agents, to address questions unanswer- 
able from the temporal realm. 

“| look at it like | look at anything else,” 
he continues (about Allegro, not Dick), “as 
an argument and see what merit it has. 
But, to my mind, it doesn’t satisfy the 
data. | don’t think there is aGod— know 
God is. This is simply something too deep 
in the human heart to be explained away 
be reductionism—to reduce it to some 
sort of fear of death.” 

So, while Harpur remains a committed 
Christian, albeit one in completely different 
sense than that one typically thinks of, he 
nonetheless reveals a sense of outrage at 
Official Christendom’s (that is, the 
Church's) track record. In 1945, 
Muhammad Ali al-Samman, an Egyptian 
peasant, literally unearthed over a dozen 
ancient codices, collectively known as the 
Nag Hammadi. Of the 52 texts found 
therein, a large number constituted works 
of the Gnostic Gospels, decidedly more 
mystical interpretations of Christ's teach- 
ings that were supposedly “edited” from 
the canon of four books that make up the 
New Testament (Harpur claims there were 
20 original volumes until the early Church 
fathers began to weed out the more cryp- 
tic interpretations in typically heavy-hand- 
ed fashion: in 180 C.E, Irenaeus, Bishop of 
Lyon, published an attack on the Gnostics, 
denouncing them as heretics.) 

Harpur points not just to these texts, 
but countless other, even older, source 
materials “rooted in paganism” (many 
now lost forever to such catastrophes as 
the burning of the Alexandrian Library) as 
evidence of an ongoing universal tradition 
dating back two millennia before the his- 
torical Jesus was even supposedly born. 
As a result of their subsequent suppres- 
sion in the name of orthodoxy, he says, 
“Anybody who reads the one book | refer 
to by A.B Kuhn, called Shadow of the 
Third Century, will know that I've only 
given the tip of the iceberg in my descrip- 
tion of the early third and fourth century 
attempt to cover up... For the first time in

Crazy Christian comics rival the best in horror fare 


YOU AND EVERYONE YOU KNOW ARE 
bound for the burning fires of hell 
unless you accept Jesus Christ as your 
personal savior, according to Chick 
Publications of Ontario, California. 
Started in 1961 by Jack 
Chick, a World War Two 
vet and novice illustra- 
tor, Chick tracts quickly 
became omnipresent 

in bus shelters, shop- 
ping malls, gutters, 

mail boxes... pretty much 
any public place in North 
America. 

These short cartoon pamphlets, 
drawn with a gore payoff the equivalent 
of an old EC horror comic, rest on 
incredibly lurid stories that spare noth- 
ing as Chick attempts to get his single 
point across. The artwork, drawn either 
in cartoonish style by Chick or beautiful- 
ly detailed by Fred Carter, is amazing. 
Bloody crucifixion scenes that would 
put Mel Gibson to shame, scantily clad 
teenage girls, gruesome deaths, and 
best of all, surprised sinners screaming 
in torments they finally realize that not 
by good works alone shall ye be saved. 

A simple precept to follow, and one 
most mainstream Christians accept as a 
normal tenet of their faith, but Chick 
takes this one rule as the absolutely 
basis of Christianity. Matter of fact, he 
doesn't even agree with most evangeli- 
cal Christian, and has more than once

railed against the idea of religion itself 
You see, for Jack Chick, the whole thing 
is rather simple: accept Jesus... or burn.

Chick and Rivera collab- 
orated on a number of bizarre but fasci 
nating comics (“Alberto,” “Double 
Cross,” “Force,” “My Name,” “Four 
Horseman”) that charted this conspira- 
cy in depth, linking the Vatican to the 
Nazis, communists, the Illuminati, the 
Mafia, and the “druidic” beat of rock 
music. For a while after this, Chick's 
comics were full of blood drinking 
Catholic orgies, evil lesbian nuns, 
pedophile priests, and the Pope himself, 
or, as Chick calls him, the Anti Christ. 
Excellent stuff. 

Edmonton fundamentalists have been 
sadly remiss in their Chick distribution 
duties; I’ve only come across a few 
pamphlets around town, and none of 
the zealots that occasionally spring up 
around Jasper Ave. have handed any to 
me. A few years back, | managed to

PUTTING DOWN HIS GUITAR 
once again to search for the heart of 
what is so amazing and uniting 
about sports, Dave Bidini’s new 
book Baseballissimo: My Summer in 
the Italian Minor Leagues documents 
the story of the Nettuno Peones. The 
“Serie B” Peones aren't even the best 
team in this baseball-mad southern 
Italian town of just over 20,000, but 
they are certainly the most fun. 
(Well, except for their poor coach, 
Pietro.) Bidini spent the whole sea- 
son with the Peones, detailing the 
exploits of Solid Gold, The Red 
Tiger, and Pito the Stricken, while 
also exploring the history of 
Nettuno, which has been around 
since Roman times. SEE chatted 
with Bidini last Thursday while he 





was in Vancouver promoting the 
new book. 


Why Italy? 

Italy’s a great setting for anything. 
Any quest. The location. The narra- 
tive. Ultimately, it’s a baseball book 
but I thought I'd be able to bring the 
history to it as well. 

It certainly is as much of a history of 
the town of Nettuno as anything. 
Sports are a great window to history. 
In the story, all of the characteristics 
to a place come out. If you're ina 
strange town, tap into sports or 
music community. You'll find a 
warm group. 

How did you decide on Nettuno? 
My family had to pick a place that 
we would enjoy [for] six months. I 
went to there, and everywhere you 
went somebody had a baseball story 
to tell. It’s coastal so it was a very 
maritime experience, something I 
hadn't really experienced before. 
You mention how you had a hard 


time identifying with Italian culture 
as a kid? 
When you're a kid, you never ask for 
the heritage that you're attached to, 
and teenagers have this rebel nature. 
Lappreciate it now but some aspects 
of Italian culture were 
so boring. There were 
just so many events 
with your grandparents 
and church. Having to 
wear the scratchy wool 
pants every week. No 
TV during Lent. When 
you're 12 and getting 
into cool shit, you're 
bored out of your mind. 
But, as you get older, 
you learn to appreciate 
everything. For 
instance, for this 
book launch, I

The 
freezer belonged to the parents of 
playwright and first-time novelist 
Marty Chan, and it inspired The 
Mystery of the Frozen Brains—Chan’s 
new novel for young adults. 

“The story is based on something 
that actually happened in my life. I 
did find frozen brains in my parents’ 
freezer one hot summer day. My 
friends were over at my house and 
we wanted to find ice cream. We 





opened the freezer and there they 
were. A big bag of frozen brains, and 
when you see a brain it’s pretty obvi- 
ous that that’s what it is.

We freaked out because we weren’t 
sure why they were in my parents’ 
fridge.

Marty Chan has mined his child- 
hood memories of being the only 
Chinese-Canadian kid in a small 
prairie town to create the book with 
a version of his 12-year-old self as 
hero. When the fictitious Marty cor-

unwelcome, racist attention of his 
peer group.

SAD PEOPLE WHO LEARN TO BE HAPPY 
through their unflinching commitment 
to self-examination and compassion are 
the most gorgeous people on earth. 
There IS a light in their eyes that make 
imperfections such as acne scars 
(Thompson Highway), a double chin 
(Truman Capote) or a gaunt, malnour- 
ished face (Lance Loud) seem elemental 
to true grace and beauty. 

The aforementioned are just three of 
the many people whose lives and works 
will be examined and celebrated during 
7 Gay Days in May, a weeklong celebra- 
tion of “stories of and by people who 
just happen to be gay.” 

Playwright Thompson Highway was 
born in Leaf Rapids, Manitoba and has 
written three acclaimed plays The Rez 
Sisters, Dry Lips Oughta Move to 
Kapuskasing, and Rose. His profile 
(May 25, 8 pm) takes us to the 
reservation where he spent 
the early years of his life, 

a place full of row hous- 

es where log cabins 

once stood. Highway, 

in a series of candid 

interviews in various 

locations throughout the 

reserve (with a reporter he 

seems to trust), discloses 

snippets of his life story with the skill 
of a true dramatist, giving just enough 
information and omitting just the right 
details to leave space for the audience's 
imagination. He admits to being so 
damaged by the abuse he suffered at 
Catholic school that he is, to this day, 
unable to go into great detail about the 
experience. 

No less interesting—though notably 
brasher—is the program about journal- 
ist and fiction novelist, Truman Capote 
(Breakfast at Tiffany's; In Cold Blood). 
The documentary is from the ’70s and 
narrated by a man with a perfectly for- 
mal British accent. It stands the test of 
time as an endearing piece of film about 
an equally endearing writer. 

Of particular note is the moment 
when Capote’s lover's expressive face 
contorts with such profound grief that 
it's a challenge to keep your eyes on the 
screen as he discusses just how good it 
felt to be in the same room with Capote, 
how they were married, and how their 
union was never oppressive. 

Equally difficult and uplifting is Lance 
Loud; A Death in the American Family 
(May 30, 5 pm). Loud made as equal 
number of fans and enemies in the '70s 
as “the gay son” on PBS’ An American 
Family. \t was the first ever reality TV 
show, tracing the real-life dramas of the 
Loud family. In front of the cameras, 
Lance donned lipstick and women’s

clothing and proclaimed love for all 
things Warhol and New York fabulous. 
Once the cameras were gone, he was 
shooting speed and, at his lowest, rat 
poison, eventually contracting AIDS 
related Hepatitis B. 

Loud contacted the makers of 
American Family to film his dying days, 
feeling a need for closure and an accu- 
rate epilogue to what seemed a story of 
an unhappy family. Loud discusses his 
dying with humour, regret and hope, 
commenting that now that he's dying, 
he really knows how to live. 

In a completely different strain of sto- 
tytelling, the week of programming will 
also include a piece about a new book 
called Love's Legends Lost. Rachel 
Giese, host of The Word This Week, 
says this work of non-fiction “is looking

at the way the gay content of Greek 
mythology has been censored out over 
time.” 

Giese herself is an accomplished 
writer and producer who has been out 
of the closet for the entirety of her very 
public career. With the eloquence of 
someone who interviews people-for a 
living, she says, “| don’t think this series 
is only relevant to the gay and lesbian 
community. There's tons of program- 
ming that has to do with issues like Can 
you be yourself? What does loss mean 
and how do writers contend with loss? 
How do they contend with telling the 
truth?” 

The answers lie in the telling of the 
story.

WHEN YOU WANDER DOWN 
to the basement dwelling that is 
Gypsy Queen Boutique (10762 - 82 
Ave.) you needn’t travel far before 
realizing that you've stepped into 
someplace pretty special: the foyer 
itself is richly embellished with 
antique furniture from different peri- 
ods of retro and every bit of cultural 
kitsch you can think of. This is all 
placed betwixt the old-fashioned 
mannequins wearing mint-condi- 
tion, one-of-a-kind finds.

vintage, offering an experience that 
will make you forget that you're 
even in Edmonton: you could be 
anywhere. Gypsy Queen is a place 
for those shoppers not content to just 
salivate over the season's trends; this 
is a shop where the search for some- 
thing you never even knew you 
wanted is as much fun as is the 
exhilaration of finding it. Shopping 
junkies, be forewarned: if you 
haven't already discovered it, this lit- 
tle boutique will become like a 
source of crack for you. Don’t worry 
too much though: on any given visit 
you'll only want about a third of 
everything that’s out on the floor, 
and you may even find yourself 
negotiating the prices down so you 
don’t have to leave anything behind. 
However because the store is only 
open for bizarre and stunted hours 
(12:30 to 3:30 and 5:30 to 7 on week- 
days; 1:30 to 4:30 on Saturday) work- 








ing trips to GOB into your schedule 
will prove to be difficult. Getting 
your fix may be trickier than it 
should be 

But this is costume fashion at its 
finest in Edmonton. Everything in 
the shop is handpicked vintage cou- 
ture, collector pieces (like a variety of 
crinolines, ball gowns, glittery jew- 
eled handbags, rare footwear), and 
different genres and styles of kitsch 
fashion. You'll also find jewelry, old- 
fashioned slips and nighties, jackets, 
gloves, and even the odd pair of 
roller-skates. You won't find T-shirts 
with retro logos or fake rock bands 
here, and you might not even find 
“something to wear this weekend.” 
What you will find are those items 
that you know you cannot go home 
without, though you're not yet sure 
exactly when you'll wear them. And 
you don’t even have to go through 
“The Guilt,” because if you don’t 
buy it now you'll never see it again 

The pricing at GOB may be a little 
more than some are used to paying 
for second-hand items. It’s also 
known that the owner (Ms Mary 
Tran, formerly of Les Charles 
Mansion) has been seen scouring 
Value Village locations for those rare 
collectibles that she then sells at a 
mark-up. Such is the case with near- 
ly all specialty vintage stores, 
though: you're paying more so that 
you don’t have to hunt through 
moldy sweaters and jackets with 
stains still on them. The level of 
quality here is therefore really high, 
many of the items are brand name 
and all are beauties, in excellent con- 
dition, and timely as per current 
retro. 

And the experience of going 
down into the boutique is far more 
pleasing to the senses than it is in 
your typical thrift store: no fluores- 
cent light fixtures glare overhead, 
there’s usually incense burning, and 
just looking at the lot of brightly col- 
ored and ornate items together in 
one room is a fun way to spend the 
afternoon. 

You've been warned of the crack 
factor though: don’t go by right after 
cashing your paycheque or you may 
become irrational. Otherwise, stop 
by as often as possible—GQB is a 
welcome departure from the bustle 
of the street-level trend seekers.
